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BIOGRAPHY 


Mrs.  Kreps,  who  had  been  Vice  President  of  Duke  University  in  Durham,  North  Carolina,  since  1973,  succeeds 
Elliot  L.  Richardson.  She  is  the  first  woman  to  serve  as  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  the  first  economist  to  hold  this 
position. 

Mrs.  Kreps  has  30  years  of  experience  in  the  academic  field  as  a  teacher,  writer,  and  administrator,  and  has  served 
on  numerous  State  and  Federal  advisory  committees,  councils  and  commissions.  She  is  the  author  or  co-author  of  a 
number  of  books  and  articles  in  the  field  of  economics. 

She  has  also  served  on  the  boards  of  directors  for  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  Inc.;  R.J.  Reynolds  Industries;  J. 
C.  Penney  Company;  Eastman  Kodak  Company;  North  Carolina  National  Bank;  Teachers  Insurance  and  Annuity 
Association;  College  Retirement  Equities  Fund;  Western  Electric,  and  North  Carolina  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield. 

Mrs.  Kreps,  who  holds  a  Ph.D.  in  Economics  from  Duke  University,  was  named  a  James  B.  Duke  Professor  of 
Economics  at  that  institution  in  1972,  and  was  appointed  University  Vice  President  in  1973.  Prior  to  that,  she  was 
Dean  of  the  Women's  College  and  Assistant  Provost  for  three  years,  beginning  in  1969.  She  earned  her  full  profes- 
sorship in  economics  in  1968,  and  was  an  Associate  Professor  from  1963  to  1968.  She  began  her  career  at  Duke  in 
1955  as  visiting  instructor. 

Mrs.  Kreps  was  a  lecturer  at  Queens  College,  New  York,  in  1955,  and  a  lecturer  at  Hofstra  University  in 
Hempstead,  New  York,  from  1952  to  1954.  She  was  an  instructor  at  Denison  University  in  Granville,  Ohio,  in  1945 
and  1946,  and  a  part-time  instructor  the  following  year  at  Pomona  College  at  Claremont,  California. 

She  was  a  graduate  fellow  and  part-time  instructor  at  Duke  from  1942  until  1946,  also  serving  as  a  Junior 
Economist  with  the  National  War  Labor  Board  in  Atlanta,  in  the  summer  of  1943  and  in  Washington  in  1944. 

Mrs.  Kreps'  government  experience  includes  consultant  to  the  U.S.  Special  Committee  on  Aging;  member  of  a 
Social  Security  Advisory  Council;  North  Carolina  delegate  to  the  White  House  Conference  on  Aging;  member  of 
the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity's  Task  Force  on  the  Older  Poor;  member  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor's 
Committee  on  Research  of  the  National  Manpower  Advisory  Committee;  member  of  the  Commission  on  the 
Operation  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  the  U.  S.  Senate;  member  of  the  National  Commission  for  Manpower  Policy; 
vice-chairman  of  the  North  Carolina  Manpower  Council,  and  member  of  the  Labor  Department's  Small  Grants 
panel. 

Mrs.  Kreps  is  the  author  of  two  books, Sex  in  the  Marketplace:  American  Women  at  Work,  and  Lifetime  Allocation 
of  Work  and  Income.  She  has  co-authored  three  books,  Sex,  Age,  and  Work:  The  Changing  Composition  of  the  Labor 
Force,  with  Robert  Clark;  Contemporary  Labor  Economics,  with  Richard  Perlman  and  Gerald  Somers;  and  Princi- 
ples of  Economics,  with  C.  E.  Ferguson.  She  was  editor  of  Our  Natural  Resources:  Their  Development  and  Use,  and 
editor  and  contributor  of  Women  and  the  American  Economy,  A  Look  to  the  1980's;  Technology,  Manpower,  and 
Retirement  Policy,  and  Employment,  Income  and  Retirement  Problems  of  the  Aged. 

She  and  her  husband,  Dr.  Clifton  H.  Kreps,  Jr.,  Wachovia  Professor  of  Banking  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  co-edited  the  book.  Aid,  Trade  and  Tariff.  Mrs.  Kreps  has  also  authored  a  number  of  monographs  and 
many  articles. 

The  Commerce  Secretary  received  her  A.B.  degree  from  Berea  College  in  1942,  her  Master's  Degree  from  Duke 
University  in  1944,  and  her  Ph.D.  in  1948.  She  was  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and  the  recipient  of  numerous  scholarships 
and  fellowships  at  Duke.  She  was  a  Ford  Faculty  Fellow  in  1964-65.  She  holds  honorary  degrees  from  Denison 
University,  Cornell  College,  Bryant  College,  the  University  of  Kentucky,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill,  and  Queens  College.  In  1976,  Mrs.  Kreps  received  the  North  Carolina  Public  Service  Award. 

In  1975-76,  she  was  President  of  the  Southern  Economic  Association.  She  is  a  former  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
on  Academic  Affairs  of  the  American  Council  on  Education;  former  member  of  the  Council  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  University  Professors;  was  President-elect  of  the  American  Association  for  Higher  Education  when 
designated  Secretary  of  Commerce;  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Educational  Testing  Ser- 
vice; was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fellowships  to  American  Women,  administered  by  the  Association  of 
University  Women;  and  was  Vice  President  of  the  Gerontological  Society. 

She  has  served  as  director  of  the  Academy  for  Educational  Development,  the  Center  for  Creative  Leadership,  and 
as  a  Trustee  of  Berea  College. 

Mrs.  Kreps  was  born  in  Lynch,  Kentucky,  on  January  11,  1921. 

She  and  her  husband  have  three  children:  Sarah,  25;  Laura,  23,  and  Clifton  III,  21.

Mr.  Weil  was  born  on  February  14,  1931,  in  Bedford,  New 
York.   He  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  19  53  and  from 
Harvard  Law  School  in  1956.   From  1972  to  the  present, 
Mr.  Weil  served  as  a  director  and  chief  financial  officer 
of  the  investment  firm  of  Paine,  Webber,  Jackson  and  Curtis 
Prior  to  that,  he  was  President  of  Abacus  Fund,  Inc., 
an  investment  company,  and  a  general  partner  of  Loeb, 
Rhoades   and  Company,  for  twelve  years.   From  1956  - 
1960,  he  practiced  law  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  Weil  has  held  directorships  in  Dorr-Oliver  Inc., 
J.B.  Lippincott,  Philadelphia;  and  Government  Research 
Corporation,  Washington,  D.C.   He  has  served  as  chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Northern  Westchester 
Hospital,  the  Board  of  the  Harvey  School,  the  Committee 
on  Taxation  of  New  York  Economic  Development  Board  and 
the  New  York  State  Board  of  Equalization  and  Assessment; 
and  as  secretary  and  trustee  of  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Philanthropies  of  New  York  City.   Also  he  has  served  as 
a  trustee  and  chairman  of  the  Cooperative  Assistance  Fund, 
a  minority  enterprise  investment  company.

As  the  second-ranking  officer  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce,  Dr.  Harman  is  involved  with  all 
Department  agencies,  including  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the  Maritime  Ad- 
ministration, the  Economic  Development  Administration,  and  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administra- 
tion. The  Department's  programs  are  wide-ranging,  including  human  and  economic  development,  the  promotion  of 
domestic  and  foreign  trade,  economic  affairs,  maritime  matters,  patents  and  trademarks,  minority  enterprise, 
weights  and  measures,  ocean  research,  weather  research,  and  travel  promotion. 

Dr.  Harman  was  previously  Board  Chairman,  President,  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  Harman  International  In- 
dustries, Inc.  headquartered  in  Lake  Success,  New  York. 

A  multi-division  manufacturer  traded  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  Harman  International  has  eight  plants  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere  and  four  in  Europe.  The  firm,  which  employs  over  4,000  people,  manufactures  high 
fidelity  audio  instruments  and  is  also  the  largest  U.S.  maker  of  automobile  sideview  mirrors.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended 
August  1976,  the  company's  sales  exceeded  $136  million  and  it  was  rated  number  93  in  terms  of  return  on  invested 
capital  in  the  Fortune  500. 

Dr.  Harman  founded  Harman  Kardon,  Inc.  in  1953.  The  high  fidelity  equipment  manufacturer  is  now  a  division  of 
Harman  International.  Other  divisions  include  JBL,  located  in  Los  Angeles,  Tannoy,  located  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  Ortofon,  located  in  Denmark. 

The  Commerce  Under  Secretary  is  widely  known  as  a  major  force  in  the  development  of  work  humanization 
programs  within  his  plants  and  for  the  promotion  of  programs  of  human  development  within  industry  and  labor. 

Some  of  the  programs  adopted  by  Harman  include  an  Employee  Stock  Ownership  Plan,  autonomous  employee 
newspapers  free  to  criticize  management,  schools  attached  to  plants  offering  employees  courses  ranging  from 
philosophy  to  business  management,  and  production  schedules  that  permit  employees  to  leave  early  when  they  have 
met  their  work  obligations. 

Born  in  Montreal,  Canada  and  reared  in  New  York  City,  Dr.  Harman  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from 
the  City  College  of  New  York  in  1 940.  He  went  on  to  postgraduate  work  at  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  Institute  and  New 
York  University.  He  received  his  Ph.D.  in  social  psychology  from  The  Union  Graduate  School  in  Yellow 
Springs,  Ohio  in  1973. 

He  is  a  former  President  of  the  Friends  World  College,  headquartered  in  Long  Island  with  centers  located  around 
the  world.  He  is  a  past  President  of  the  Long  Island  Board  of  Education  and  is  a  Trustee  of  the  Los  Angeles  Philhar- 
monic Association. 

Dr.  Harman  has  four  children,  and  until  his  appointment,  resided  in  New  York  City  and  Long  Island.

COMMERCE  AND  SBA  LAUNCH  NEW  EFFORT  TO  BOOST  EXPORTS  — 
The  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  Small  Business 
Administration  (SBA)  today  announced  a  cooperative 
campaign  to  acquaint  U.S.  small  business  with  SBA 
programs  and  Commerce  foreign-trade  services  that 
can  help  them  join  the  ranks  of  U.S.  exporters. 

The  agreement  provides  for: 

— Identification  of  overseas  trade  opportunities 
by  the  Commerce  Department  and  notification  of  these 
opportunities  to  small  American  firms  through  the 
SBA. 

--Commerce  Department  training  of  SBA  personnel 
on  international  trade  activities  so  that  SBA  can 
properly  evaluate  small  businesses'  capabilities 
and  needs. 

— Commerce-SBA  collaboration  in  expediting  applica- 
tions for  SBA  loans  to  companies  that  want  to  increase 
production  in  order  to  serve  new  foreign  markets, 
or  businessmen  who  want  to  establish  new  companies 
to  enter  the  export  field. 

— A  series  of  jointly  sponsored  SBA-Commerce  conferences 
for  businessmen  throughout  the  United  States,  explaining 
the  SBA  business  loan  program  to  encourage  exports 
and  the  export  promotion  programs  of  Commerce's 
Domestic  and  International  Business  Administration. 

— Collaboration  in  conducting  sessions  on  international 
trade  at  SBA-sponsored  management  courses  in  public 
and  private  educational  institutions. 

--Commerce's  preparation  of  publications,  audio- 
visual aids  and  other  promotional  materials  to  help 
SBA  field  offices  generate  interest  in  exporting 
in  the  small-business  community. 

— Individual  counseling  of  small  business  owners 
by  SBA  to  stimulate  exports. 

--Collaboration  in  publicizing  Commerce  export 
promotion  programs  through  SBA  field  offices.

By  joint  cooperation,  the  Commerce  Department  and 
the  Small  Business  Administration  "can  greatly  enhance 
the  national  export  expansion  program,"  the  agreement 
notes.    "The  purpose  of  this  agreement  is  to  provide 
for  such  cooperation  between  the  two  agencies  in 
ways  that  will  avoid  duplication  of  effort." 


COMMERCE  REPORTS  SUCCESS  WITH  NEW  EXPORT  PROMOTION 
TECHNIQUE  USING  VIDEO  TAPE  —  The  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce  has  reported  a  successful  experiment 
with  a  new  export  promotion  technique  that  combines 
two  traditional  methods  of  marketing  to  help  U.S.  manufac- 
turers sell  more  of  their  products  abroad. 

Called  a  "Video/Catalog  Exhibition,"  the  new  technique 

consists  of  an  overseas  trade  show  based  in  part  on 

the  standard  "catalog  exhibition"  —  at  which  buyers 

shop  for  equipment  by  studying  product  catalogs  — 

and  in  part  on  the  practice  of  using  video  tape  recordings 

to  describe  products  and  show  them  in  action. 

In  mid-October,  the  Department's  Bureau  of  International 
Commerce  (BIC)  staged  pilot  exhibitions  utilizing  the 
new  technique  in  U.S.  Trade  Centers  in  Singapore,  Sydney, 
Australia,  and  Taipei,  Taiwan,  featuring  the  products 
of  2  3  U.S.  machine  tool  manufacturers.   It  was  the  first 
known  use  of  the  technique  by  any  government  engaged 
in  international  trade  promotion. 


COMMERCE  OFFERS  NEW  MARKET  DATA  SERVICE  FOR  EAST-WEST 
TRADE  —  The  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  announced  a 
new  market  research  service  designed  to  help  U.S.  manufac- 
turers determine  the  potential  for  their  products  in 
the  countries  of  Eastern  Europe,  the  U.S.S.R.  and  the 
People's  Republic  of  China.   The  service  is  tailored 
to  the  product  lines  of  companies  requesting  it  and 
provides  an  "East-West  Trade  Market  Data  Package." 
The  fee  for  an  "East-West  Trade  Market  Data  Package" 
is  $25  for  the  first  product  line  requested  and  $15 
for  each  additional  product  line  covered  in  the  same 
request.

CURRENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  U.S.  TECHNOLOGY 

FIRST  THREE-DIMENSIONAL  EYE-TRACKING  SYSTEM  EVER  DEVELOPED  — 
This  eyetracker  is  said  to  combine  a  number  of  advantages 
in  a  single  system;  it  monitors  depth  of  focus,  as  well 
as  the  direction  of  gaze,  of  both  eyes  simultaneously;  it 
is  highly  accurate  and  easy  to  use;  it  requires  no  attach- 
ments to  the  eye;  and,  it  operates  in  invisible,  infrared 
light. 

"We  think  it  will  be  a  powerful  neurological  tool," 
says  Dr.  Hewitt  D.  Crane  who  conducted  the  development 
project  at  Stanford  Research  Institute  (SRI) .   "The 
eyes  are  so  incredibly  integrated  with  the  whole  brain 
system  that  many  tumors  and  lesions  show  up  as  eye 
movement  symptoms  such  as  oscillations  or  lack  of  coordina- 
tion between  the  eyes." 

Today  neurologists  have  no  easy-to-use,  accurate  tool 
for  monitoring  such  movements,  and  no  tools  whatever 
for  studying  the  dynamics  of  eye  focus,  he  says. 
Among  other  applications  for  the  system  are  feedback 
training  and  therapy.   For  example,  feedback  techniques 
that  allow  subjects  to  monitor  their  actual  eye  movements 
may  allow  them  to  correct  such  conditions  as  crossed 
eyes  and  oscillations. 


U.S.  SATELLITE  DATA  USED  WORLDWIDE  —  The  satellite, 
NOAA  5,  was  launched  in  July  1976,  the  latest  in  a  series 
of  spacecraft  with  the  capability  of  transmitting  earth 
images  from  outer  space.   A  prime  purpose  of  the  satellite 
series  is  to  provide  U.S.  weather  observers  with  increased 
data  from  which  to  make  weather  forecasts.   More  than  8  00 
APT  (Automatic  Picture  Transmission)  receivers  have  been 
put  into  operation,  not  only  by  government  agencies  of  121 
countries,  but  also  by  academic  institutions,  scientific 
groups,  local  communities  and  even  commercial  TV  stations, 
Boy  Scout  troops,  and  amateurs  who  enjoy  receiving  messages 
from  outer  space. 

The  pay-off,  for  amateur  and  professional  alike,  is 
a  picture  of  their  part  of  the  world  from  far  out  in 
space;  a  picture  giving  them  the  opportunity  to  observe 
natural  phenomena  such  as  hurricanes,  severe  storms, 
cloud  patterns,  snow  cover  and  even  earth  eclipses. 
While  their  nationalities  and  languages  may  differ, 
and  while  their  use  of  the  imagery  may  vary  widely, 
all  satellite  watchers  have  at  least  one  thing  in  common: 
they  are  involved  in  a  space  adventure  which  can  only 
become  more  exciting  as  time  goes  by  and  technology 
improves . 
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WORLD'S  LARGEST  SOLAR-POWERED  IRRIGATION  SYSTEM  OPERATING 
IN  ARIZONA  —  This  Irrigation  system, includes  a  50-horse- 
power  pump  and  is  said  to  be  capable  of  delivering  up 
to  10,000  gallons  of  water  per  minute  at  peak  operation. 
The  irrigation  system,  which  features  5,500  square  feet 
of  parabolic  tracking  solar  collectors,  was  developed 
as  part  of  a  multiproject  cooperative  program  between 

Northwestern  Mutual  Life  CNML) ,  one  of  the  nation' s 
largest  insurers,  and  Battelle  Memorial  Institute,  which 
is  said  to  be  the  world's  largest  independent  scientific 
research  and  development  institute. 

In  addition  to  the  irrigation  system  —  which  was  conceived, 
developed,  and  put  into  operation  within  18  months  — 
NML  and  Battelle  are  cooperating  on  other  solar  projects 
such  as  an  improved  collector  system  which  uses  chemicals 
for  energy  transfer,  a  unique  collector  design,  several 
new  methods  for  developing  low-cost  solar  cells,  and 
an  advanced  solar-powered  engine. 


MORE  EFFICIENT  COOKING  PRACTICES  COULD  MEAN  SIGNIFICANT 
ENERGY  SAVINGS  —  Many  consumers  could  achieve  significant 
energy  savings  in  the  kitchen  if  they  learned  to  use 
their  ranges  more  efficiently  according  to  a  psychologist 
from  the  Commerce  Department's  National  Bureau  of  Standards 
CNBS)  . 

In  discussing  the  tests,  John  V.  Fechter,  Jr.,  of  the 
NBS  Center  for  Consumer  Product  Technology  said:  "Manufac- 
turers could  design  an  extremely  efficient  appliance, 
but  if  consumers  don't  use  it  efficiently,  the  impact 
of  the  improved  design  on  energy  consumption  may  be 
lessened.  The  two  factors,  design  and  human  use,  have 
to  be  taken  into  account." 

The  study  on  consumer  use  of  kitchen  ranges  was  carried 
out  at  an  NBS  test  house  in  Gaithersburg,  Maryland, 
as  part  of  the  Federal  Energy  Administration  (FEA's) 
appliance  efficiency  improvement  program.   Under  this 
program,  manufacturers  will  have  to  design  appliances 
so  that  they  meet  energy  efficiency  improvement  targets 
set  by  FEA  for  1980. 

In  the  NBS  study,  58  residents  of  Gaithersburg  were 

recruited  from  an  advertisement  in  a  local  newspaper. 

Each  cook  prepared  21  meals  from  a  standard  menu  developed 

by  the  Association  of  Home  Appliance  Manufacturers. 

The  menu  represented  typical  foods  prepared  for  a  family 

of  four  for  7  days  and  was  designed  to  use  all  parts 

of  the  range. 
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MORE  EFFICIENT  COOKING  PRACTICES  COULD  MEAN  SIGNIFICANT 
ENERGY  SAVINGS  (Continued) 

Each  cook  who  participated  in  the  study  normally  prepared 
meals  for  a  family  of  four  and  each  cook  was  assigned 
to  a  range  using  the  same  type  of  energy  —  gas  or  electric 
that  would  be  used  in  their  own  homes. 

Tests  at  NBS  with  consumers  indicate  that  people  using 
the  same  kitchen  range  to  prepare  exactly  the  same  menu 
can  differ  in  their  use  of  energy  by  as  much  as  50  percent.

UNIQUE  DEVICE  RETRIEVES  MARINE  LIFE  FROM  OCEAN  DEPTHS  — 
Researchers  at  the  Commerce  Department's  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  (NBS)  and  the  University  of  Maryland 
have  developed  a  unique  instrument  to  probe  the  ocean 
depths  in  search  of  microorganisms  that  may  play  a 
crucial  role  in  marine  ecology. 

The  device  has  been  used  successfully  to  retrieve  marine 
life  from  depths  of  6800  meters  (about  4  miles)  and 
3500  meters  (about  2  miles) ,  an  unusually  difficult 
task  because  the  high  pressure  and  low  ocean  temperature 
encountered  in  the  sampling  have  to  be  maintained  during 
and  after  retrieval.   Such  research  is  considered  a 
critical  step  in  developing  an  understanding  of  the 
microbial  ecosystem  of  the  deep  sea.

SATELLITES  MAY  IMPROVE  CROP  FORECASTING  —  A  pilot 
project  to  improve  the  accuracy  of  agricultural  crop 
forecasting  throughout  the  Great  Plains  area  of  the 
United  States,  will  be  conducted  this  summer  by  scientists 
from  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration 
(NOAA) ,  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA) . 

An  improved  method  is  being  sought  to  determine  how 

much  solar  energy  is  available  to  crops  at  any  given 

time  of  a  growing  season.   While  a  scattered  network 

of  solar-radiation  measuring  devices,  known  as  pyranometers , 

does  exist  throughout  the  Great  Plains,  it  is  considered 

too  sparse  to  provide  precise  information  in  all  areas 

of  interest,  according  to  the  Great  Plains  Agricultural 

Council.   Satellite  imagery,  it  is  hoped,  would  provide 

desired  coverage.

POST  NEWSLETTER  "PAYS  OFF"  IN  U.S.  EXPORT  DOLLARS 

An  experiment  by  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Copenhagen  has 
yielded  remarkable  evidence  of  the  effectiveness  of  its 
Commercial  Newsletter  in  promoting  American  business  in 
Denmark.   "Reader  service  cards"  were  included  in  five 
bimonthly  issues  from  October  1975  through  June  1976. 
These  prompted  a  total  of  1,102  commercial  inquiries 
from  190  Danish  firms. 

Of  these  firms,  96  (roughly  half)  responded  to  a  follow- 
up  survey  designed  to  test  the  impact  of  the  Newsletter. 
Impressively,  34  firms  reported  that  they  had  signed 
U.S.    agency    agreements     (4  additional  companies  are  still 
negotiating)  and  1977   purchases    were    estimated   at 
$86  8,500   as  a  direct  result  of  the  newsletter.   To  quote 
the  Embassy:   "The  highly  satisfactory  response  to  the 
Commercial  Newsletter  reflects  the  effectiveness  of  that 
publication  in  developing  a  market  for  American  products 
in  Denmark." 

Congratulations 3    and  we  hope  perhaps  other  posts  publishing 
Commercial  Newsletters  will  do  similar  evaluations  and 
inform  us  of  the  results.
